Washington, May 14.—It Is certain to- 


day that President MoKtnley haa under 
earnest consideration the advisability of 
sending a message to congress next week 
on the Cuban question. He has not yet 
come to a decision in the ^natter though 
he la at present inclined to send to the 
legislative branch a communication aog - 
goating that measures be adopted to re- 
lieve the distress among American resi- 
dents in Cuba. 


The message, if it goes in, will not be a 


warlike or sensational tenor. In order to 
hate the facts on which to found 
a> mes- 


sage, Mr. McKinley haa had cablegrams 
sent to every consular officer in Cuba ask- 
ing each to give exact information as to 
the status of affaira in his dlatrict and to 
telegraph replies at once. 


It was understood today by aome mem- 


bers of the senate committee on foreign 
relations that this communication would 
be sent to the senate, but whether it 
would be accompanied by a message rec- 
ommending action was yet a matter of 
doubt. 


The prospects are however that consid- 


erable opposition may develop in the sen- 
ate to a single proposition to relieve suf- 
fering in Cuba. Senator Burrows of Mich- 
igan today pointed out the objections to 
such a proceed ure.

tion of affairs in Cuba. 


These- representations, however, have 


not been sufficient to induce hasty ac- 
tion. The president is moving steadily 
and with alt speed that safety and 
Bound Judgment warrant in the collec- 
tion of facts touching the conditions 
that exist upon the Island today. To 
this end Mr. Calhoun is now in Cuba 
officially on another mission, but alw> 
charged with the observation of the 
conditions that prevail.

IN SEARCH OF A DERELICT. 


Bevenne Cutter Sant Owt to Find a Bcli»om- 


er With Valuable Merchandise. 


Washington, May 14.—The secretary 


of the treasury has received «. telegram 
from the North American Commercial 
company at San Francisco stating that 
the schooner General Siglln, one of their 
vessels, with eleven lives aboard and 
considerable treasure and merchandise, 
wag seen on May 5, derelict, about 100 
miles west of Queen Charlotte island, 
British Columbia. One body was dis- 
tinctly seen lashed to the helm. 


The secretary was asked to send a 


cutter In search of the missing vessel. 
This request was repeated in a tele- 
gram signed by the San Francisco 
chamber of commerce, the Union Iron 
works and the collector of: the port at 
San Francisco. 


In compliance with these requests, 


Captain Shoemaker, chief of the reve- 
nue cutter service, has directed the 
cutter Perry, now at Port Townsend, to 
proceed at once to the point indicated 
and if necessary to cruise in the vicini- 
ty for ten days. 


The Corwln is also directed to sail at 


once and assist In the search. The 
Grant and the Rush in their cruise 
north will also aid in the work. If the 
Siglin is afloat it is very probable that 
she will be found within the next few 
days.

Palasocastro. 


"The action of the fleet enabled 3,000 


volunteers to land on the Louros side, 
and the Greek gunners destroyed sev> 
eral convoys bound for Prevesa."

TELEPHON* MONOPOLY. 


The people of Noi th Adams who pay 


exorbitant telephone rates charged in this 
city,—amounting to .Almost robbery—will 
not be pleased to lea n that the decision 
of the supreme coa t made a few days 
ago extends t-Ue telephone monopoly 11 
years. 


That decision was n regard to the o*lid- 


ityofthe Berliner system patent whwb 
rests primarily upon the principle of law 
that an accused pers. >n must be considered 
innocent until he is guilty by good and 
sufficient evidence. The main contention 
of the opponents of the Bell Telephone 
company was that U e delay of 14 years m 
the issue of the Berl ner patent was the 
direct result of colh sion on the part of 
the Bel*. Telephone .ompany to prolong 
the life of its monopoly to that extent. 
The supreme court declares that there 
was no evidence of corruption or undue 
Influence exercised < ver the patent office 
by the telephone company, and that 
therefore the delay must be ascribed to 
oversight or ordinary laxness on the part 
of the officials of the patent office. 


All the other allej rations of the govern- 


ment, which was th • plaintiff in the case, 
were overruled by t ie court. The court 
ruled that to set as>i< e a patent on an in- 
vention the govern oient must establish 
(rounds as clear ai d satisfactory as it 
•would to set aside a laud patent. 


By the decision of the supreme court 


the telephone mono aoly is granted a lease 
of life until Noven ber, 1908, or eleven 
years from Novem ;er next. This la a 
piece of good fortni e for the telephone 
company, but a re\ erse for the general 
public. The teleph me is an invention of 
such general use, I ecause of its absolute 
necessity in doing business under the 
new conditions of t ommunication which 
it quickly establish* d, that the patentee 
has been well repaM for his ingenuity m 
discovering a way 11 utilize the vibratory 
principle of sound I y means of electricity. 
Had the supreme < ourt decided againtt 
the company nobody could justly claim 
that tho owners of 1 tie patent had been 
deprived of their ju <t reward. The origi- 
nal telephone patent is, of course, null 
and void through h uitation, but the Bur- 
liner patent covers .ha vital principle of 
the telephone so se .urely that it operates 
to prolong the monopoly enjoyed by the 
owners of the orlgi sal plant, who are also 
owners of the Berli ier patent.

The importers of foreign wools are ran- 


sacking the world lor wool which they 
expect to get Into the country before the 
new Diagley law gets onto the statute 
books. The importations of clothing wool 
jn March, 1894, the last March under the 
Me Kin ley law, amounted to only 024,512 
pounds. Those in March, 1896, under the 
Wilson law amounted to 12,739,405, and 
those in March, 1897,33,585,455. 


The proposed duties on the quantity of 


raw hide which would go into a pair of 
shoes would probably amount to about 5 
cents. As only about one-fifth of the 
hides used in this c mntry are imported^ 
the increased coat of a pair of shoes by 
reason of it would i robably not ho more 
than one cent. The average man prob- 
ably buys about th :ee pairs of shoes in 
the year. 


The tariff bill, as reported to the senate, 


increases the tax on beer 11 oenta a barrel. 
This is about ono cent a gallon. If any 
beer consumer fears lest the increase is 
going to add to his "burden of taxation," 
let him figure out the number of glasses of 
beer which is supplied trom a gallon of 
that liquid, and then inquire what frac- 
tion of a cent will be added to the cost of 


gloss of his favorite beverage. The in- 


creased receipts of the government will 
be, by this taxation, about 13 million dol- 
ars per annum, and a moment's reflec- 
tion will show that it is not going to add 
to the expenditure of the consumer.

LIQUOR MEN ACQUITTED 


Case Continued for Argu- 


ments. A Large Crowd 


at the Court Room. 


END QF A HARD FOUGHT TRIAL 


Lawyer Parkhurst Reviews the Case. 


Thinks Fuller's Testimony Should 


Not Have Weight Against a 


Half Dozen Citizens. 


The evidence in the Nixon & Scully 


liquor case was closed Thursday afternoon 
and C. J. Parkhurst made the argument 
for the defense this forenoon, beginning 
shortly after 10 o'clock and cloying at 12. 


Mr. Parkhur«t made an exhaustive re- 


view of the ovf-Knce, the taking of which 
occupied two days. The defendants were 
charged 'with selling a bottle of liquor to 
Julius Fuller of Plttsfleld when they had 
no license to do BO, and also with selling 
him liquor to be drunk on the premises 
when he was intoxicated. Mr. Parkhurst 
dwelt on the discrepancies!!! Fuller's state- 
ments and the fact that Fuller was the only 
witness wiio had testified to the sale, al- 
though there were several men in the 
saloon at the time the sale was alleged to 
have been made. He also emphasized the 
importance of the evidence given by Mr. 
Kay, bartender in Downes & Murphy's 
saloon in Pittsfield, who swore he sold the 
liquor to Fuller on the morning of May 3, 
the day Fuller came to North Adams on 
his way to Vermont to dynamite trout, 
and got drunk here and was arrested. The 
other circumstances in the case, as they 
have been given in tae papers during the 
course of the trial, were carefully consid- 
ered. Mr. Parkhurst said that Fuller was 
diecredited by the fact that he started 
from Pittsfield with intent to violate the 
law, and it was argued that the word of 
such a man as Fuller should not outweigh 
those of seven credible witnesses, among 
whom was Eugene Nixon, an honest and 
honorable man, although he is engaged in 
the liquor business. 


In brief, Mr. Parkhurst's argument was 


that Fuller was an untrustworthy witness 
having a motive for spiting Nixon & 
ScalJy because Mr. Nixon refused to bail 
him-our of the police station; he was the 
only witness who testified to the sale; he 
was flatly contradicted by men of much 
better character and standing, and it was 
wholly improbable that the accused firm 
would take the risk of selling by the bot- 
tle two days after getting their license, 
even if they were not restrained by prin- 
ciple. 


Mr. Parkhurst spoke in his usual ear- 


nest and eloquent manner and was fol- 
lowed with the closest attention and in- 
terest by all in the court room, which 
was well filled. At the close of his argu- 
ment the court adjourned to 1.30 p. m., 
when M. E. Couch was heard for the 
prosecution. 


Lawyer Couch began his argument for 


the prosecution at 1.15 o'clock and spoke 
for nearly two hours. He reviewed the 
case from every side going into the most 
minute detail. 


He finished his talk at 2.55 o'clock. 
Judge Phelps,before giving his decision, 


took up the case briefly and declared the 
evidence bad not been sufficient to cause 
him to believe the defendants guilty. 
Within three minutes after Mr. Couch 
had finished his plea for the common- 
wealth Judge Phelps pronounced the de- 
fendants discharged on both complaints.
